Product Information
This product is for woody brush, tree and vine control in all non-cropland sites including forestry, roadsides, rights-of-way,
industrial, residential, fencerows, railroads and aquatic sites. Woody vegetation may be controlled by injection of E-Z-Ject
selective injection herbicide shells.

This product moves throughout the tree, brush or vine from the point of injection to all roots and shoots. Symptoms appear
gradually (normally within 4 to 8 weeks) beginning with wilting, yellowing and browning of the foliage. This is followed by
deterioration of all roots and shoots.

For aquatic sites, this product may be injected into stems of trees and brush standing in water or wetlands. Do not apply
directly to water or inject into stems below the water level.

Resistance Management Recommendations
For resistance management, EZ-Ject Diamondback Herbicide Shells is a Group 9 herbicide. Any weed population may
contain or develop plants naturally resistant to EZ-Ject Diamondback Herbicide Shells and other Group 9 herbicides. The
resistant biotypes may dominate the weed population if these herbicides are used repeatedly in the same area. Appropriate
resistance-management strategies should be followed.

To delay herbicide resistance, take one or more of the following steps:

e Rotate the use of EZ-Ject Diamondback Herbicide Shells or other Group 9 herbicides within a growing season
sequence or among growing seasons with different herbicide groups that control the same weeds the area.

o Adopt an integrated weed-management program for herbicide use that includes scouting and uses historical information
related to herbicide use and crop rotation, and that considers tillage (or other mechanical control methods), cultural
(e.g., higher crop seeding rates; precision fertilizer application method and timing to favor the crop and not the weeds),
biological (weed-competitive crops or varieties) and other management practices.

e Scout after herbicide application to monitor weed populations for early signs of resistance development. Indicators of
possible herbicide resistance include: (1) failure to control a weed species normally controlled by the herbicide at the
dose applied, especially if control is achieved on adjacent weeds; (2) a spreading patch of non-controlled plants of a
particular weed species; (3) surviving plants mixed with controlled individuals of the same species. If resistance is
suspected, prevent weed seed production in the affected area by an alternative herbicide from a different group or by a
mechanical method such as hoeing or tillage. Prevent movement of resistant weed seeds to other areas by cleaning
harvesting and tillage equipment when moving between areas, and planting clean seed.

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Application Instructions
Inject the shells using only E-Z Ject shell injection equipment. The shells must penetrate through the outer bark into living
phloem tissue to provide effective results.

For trees with less than 2.5 inch DBH (diameter at breast height), inject one shell per stem. Inject one shell every 4 inches,
evenly around the trunk of the tree, below all major branches. Trees, brush and vines may be injected at any time of the year
except when wood is frozen.
